AHHUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  MEDICAL  OFFICER  OF  HEALTH  FOR  THE 

YEAR  1957. 


Tc.  the  Chairman  and  Members  cf  the  Council, 

I have  the  pleasure  tc  present  the  Annual  Report  for  the 

year  1957. 


The  estimated  resident  population  shews  a slight  decrease 
and  a larger  decrease  has  occurred  in  the  birth  rate*  infant 
mortality  rate  and  death  rate,  all  cf  them  being  much  lower  than 
the  rate  fer  the  County  cf  Pembroke  and  for  England  and  Wales. 

The  general  death  rate  shews  a very  definite  decrease.  The 
greatest  number  cf  deaths  from  any  one  cause  is  due  tc  heart 
disease,  but  net  tc  coronary  disease  as  so  frequently  happens  in 
the  urban  areas. 

The  majority  cf  the  cases  cf  infectious  diseases  notified 
were  due  tc  measles.  It  is  surprising  tc  see  four  cases  cf 
pneumonia  notified:  these  cases  were  apparently  net  connected 

with  influenza. 

The  general  housing  problem  appears  tc  be  resolving.  The 
housing  cf  the  elderly  is  a particularly  difficult  problem  in  a 
rural  area  but  there  is  no  doubt  that  one -be dr corned  bungalows 
are  required,  particularly  in  an  area  such  as  Penally. 

Water  and  sewerage  problems  have  arisen  but  these  problems 
are  being  dealt  with  as  speedily  as  it  is  possible. 

The  section  prepared  by  the  Public  Health  Inspector  shews 
hew  large  a part  these  officers  play  in  the  maintenance  cf  the 
conditions  suitable  for  healthy  living. 

In  conclusion,  I would  like  tc  thank  the  members  cf  the 
Council  and  the  staff  for  their  continued  courtesy  and  cc-cperaticn 

during  the  year.

The  infant  mortality  rate  shews  a marked  decrease  this 
year,  there  being  only  one  death  of  an  infant  under  one  year  of 
age.  This  was  due  to  asphyxia  caused  by  inhalation  of  vcmitus 
in  a little  girl  aged  four  months.

The  death  rate  shews  a decrease  this  year.  Approximately 
58.2 % (32)  cf  the  total  deaths  were  of  persons  aged  ever  70  years 
and  cf  these  23. 6^  (13)  were  cf  persons  aged  over  80  years.  The 
highest  number  cf  deaths  from  any  one  cause  resulted  from  heart 
disease,  which  accounted  for  17  deaths.

WATERWORKS  AND  DISTRIBUTION  MAINS 


Work  was  completed  in  the  Yerbeston  Lane  extension  which 
connected  the  Maiden  Wells  area  and  a number  of  isolated  farms 
to  the  Councils  pressurised  main.  At  the  same  time,  a duplicate 
5"  main  was  laid  from  the  pumping  station  at  Stephens  Green  to 
Hodgeston  Hostel.  This  main  was  laid  in  order  to  improve  the 
pressure  at  Lydstep  and  Penally.

REFUSE  DISPOSAL 

On  January  1 st , a house  to  house  collection  scheme  was 
inaugurated  and  proved  very  effective.  A new  refuse  disposal 
site  was  acquired  in  a disused  quarry  at  Lamphey  and  a stock- 
proof  fence  erected  around  it.  The  service  is  at  present  weekly, 
although  a number  of  collections  are  made  during  the  week  in  the 
summer  months  in  order  to  empty  the  litter  bins  provided  on  all 
the  main  beaches  in  the  district. 


RODENT  CONTROL 

One  of  the  Council  workmen,  normally  employed  on .refuse 
disposal,  is  engaged  part  time  on  rodent  control.  Particular 
attention  is  paid  to  the  Council’s  Refuse  Tip  at  Hodgeston  and 
also  to  the  communal  refuse  bins. 

Many  of  the  larger  farms  in  the  district  are  under  contract 
with  the  Infestation  Control  Division  of  the  P.A.E.C.,  and  effect- 
ive treatment  is  being  carried  out. 


PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES 

The  three  public  conveniences  erected  in  1956  at  Angle, 
Freshwater  East,  end  Manorbier  have  proved  to  have  been  of  great 
benefit  to  the  visitors,  and  the  Council  have  been  complimented 
by  members  of  the  public  on  their  cleanliness.
